If Messrs. Nimitz, MacArthur and Halsey know 
which Japanese door they will batter on next they 
are enlightening neither the Japs nor many experts 
here at home. Predictions include all possibilities— 
a hop on Formosa, cutting enemy supply lines from 
the southwest and establishing close-in staging 
bases for 24-hour bombing of the Jap home islands;

However their routes may he and whoever may 
point the way. all our roads in the Pacific lead to 
Tokyo—and they are shortening, day by day.

One of the able men, in 
the 
newer groups, is Harris Ellsworth 
of Oregon. You will recall he was 
the Congressman with whom 
I 
went to England last September. 
He is the publisher of an Oregon 
newspaper and the owner of sev­ 
eral radio stations. He writes a 
weekly column for the Oregon 
papers. 
His current column is so de­ 
finitely along the line of some of 
the things I have been rising to 
remark, that I have his permis­ 
sion to m ake him “guest colum­ 
nist” this week and quote him. 
His column follows: 
“CONGRESSIONAL REFORM. 
Lately countless words have been 
written and numerous speeches 
and radio commentator 
broad­ 
casts made on the subject of re 
modeling 
or 
streamlining 
or 
strengthening Congress. 
“Obviously, Congress can 
be 
improved. I know of nothing in 
government—local, state or na­ 
tional—that is not subject to im­ 
provement. I feel that Congres­ 
sional leadership on both sides 
of the aisle is well aware of the 
need for certain reforms in Coiv 
gressional organization and pro­ 
cedure. For some time there has 
been serious study on this sub­ 
ject which will doubtless result 
in action during this term 
of 
Congress. But, in my opinion, the 
clamor and shouting on the sub­ 
ject is out of proportion, and not 
consistent with the facts. 
The 
trouble with our federal govern­ 
ment is not due to any mechani­ 
cal failure in the machinery 
of 
our Congress. 
The 
trouble is 
much deeper and 
more funda­ 
mental than that. 
“The Congress 
reform move­ 
ment obviously 
stems 
from a 
vague but universal dissatisfac­ 
tion with the functioning of the 
ederal government establishment. 
Being the only one of the three 
branches of our federal system 
which operates entirely in 
the 
open, with all of its proceedings 
printed and its chambers 
and 
committee 
rooms 
open to the 
public, it is natural that Con­ 
gress should be the victim of the 
manifestation of public dissatis­ 
faction with government. It is a 
natural whipping-boy. What has 
really happened 
is that, 
since 
1933, except for a comparatively 
brief period last 
session, 
the 
Congress has 
been 
completely 
dominated by the executive de­ 
partment. It has no* only been a 
rubber stamp to the will of the 
executive, but through the years 
since 1933, it has handed over to 
the President so many of its pow­ 
ers that the present state of the 
legislative branch is one of near 
impotence. We are living, to 
a 
large extent, under a federal gov­ 
ernment by directives issued by 
the executive. 
“My daily mail reveals clearly 


that this situation is not gener­ 
ally 
understood. 
Congress 
is 
blamed for things done by 
the 
executive — things 
over 
which 
Congress has no longer any con­ 
trol. 
“Simple changes in details of 
committee structure, or, even in­ 
procedure, reorganization of the 
creasing 
Congressional 
salaries 
w ill make no noticeable change 
in the basic situation. The people 
may easily correct the fundament­ 
al difficulties by electing an in­ 
dependent Congress which 
will 
take back its proper powers and 
restore government by law 
in 
place of government by execu­ 
tive order."

autom obile regulation w hich be­ 
cam e effective M arch 1, accord 
ing to W illiam Lippm an, chairm an 
of th e local W ar Price and Ra­ 
tioning board. 
U nder the term s of the am end­ 
m ent, the regulation provides a 
“w arranted” car m ust be in good 
operating condition before being 
sold. The dealer is in violation 
if h e fails to provide a w ritten 
w arranty at th e tim e of sale. If, 
a fter a sale is m ade in good 
faith, 
reconditioning 
is 
found 
necessary, the dealer is required 
to refund h alf of the cost of the 
w ork.

addition of 
“finders 
fees” 
to

that th e new hospital is to have 
a closed staff. U nder this 
new 
order it will not be open to every­ 
one in the comm unity. This m eans 
that any citizen, w hether he su b ­ 
scribes to the hospital fund or 
not, cannot use the facilities of 
the hospital 
if he employs a 
physician and 
surgeon holding 
the D. O. degree. 
According to the law s of the
